Mr. J. W. Horne returned yesterday from a | 
trip to the Northwest, where he spent over 
seven weeks. He was greatly surprised at the 
wenderful improvements which have taken 
place in the city since he left on August 1oth. 
Such great changes had occured in the appear- 
ance of the buildings and the streets that he 
actually ‘lost his way” and required the 
assistance of two or three friends to show him 
around town. 

Wher interviewed by a News reporter last 
evening, Mr. Horne said :— 

“‘I have been away about two months, 
which I spent in Winnipeg, Brandon and 
various other points in Manitoba, Minnesota 
and Dakota. I hada very good time, and 
my health is much improved. The crops are 
very good all through Manitoba, and the 
sainple of grain is much, better than that 
grown just across the international boundary 
in Dakota and Minnesota. On account of the 
early spring and fine weather all the crops 
have been harvested some two or three weeks 
earlier than usual, and consequeatly have not 
been damaged by frost. In the north-western 

1t of Manitoba along the line of the M. & 

. W. Kailroad, the crops are excellent and 
much better than on auy previous year. But 
the farmers are somewhat dissatisfied et the 
low prices they are getting for their grain. 
From 50 to 5§ cents a. bushel are the highest 
prices paid, and these prices are too low te 
make farming remunerative, and as yet very 
little has been marketed. 

The great hope for the future ofthe province 
is the early construction of the Hudson’s Bay 
Railroad, which will give competition in 
freight rates and make transportation cheaper, 
which is very much needed, and at the same 
time bring as much revenue to the European 
markets. If 200 2§ cents per bushel can be 
saved from Winnipeg to Liverpool in freight 
rates via the Hludson’s Bay route, Manitoba 
must become a great couptry in the pear 
future. 

In speaking about the cities of Maniteba 
Mr. Horne says that over half a millions 
dollars have been spent in Winnipeg alone 
during the past year in erecting magnificent 
four and five storey brick blocks, besides a 
number of handsome residences. 

Mr. Horne appears to be quite enthusiastic 
about the progress of the pushing city of Bran- 
doa, over 60 or 70 large and substantial 
buildings having been erected there during the 
past summer for residences, stores, etc. Many 
of the business buildings having plate glass 
windows, and notwithstanding a!l this im- 
provement, there is still a great lack of busi- 
ness houses and dwellings ; in consequence of 
which rents are rather higher than in Winnipeg. | 

Mr. Horne says that since the building of | 
the Hudson’s Bay road has been actually 
commenced, it appears to have restored confi- | 
dence in the people of Manitoba, and real | 
estate is picking up and selling at higher and | 
better prices. Business in general is unprov- | 
ing, and if the work on the Hudson’s Bay | 
Railroad is pushed forward and completed | 
without delay, Manitoba may eapect to have | 
good times and a large increase of population | 
in the near future. 

During his sojourn in the Northwest) Mr. 
Horne was besieged with inquiries on all sides 
from men of every class and denomination as 
to what the future of
